Reducing 
this so tl a ‘ we can better comprehend its 
meaning, we find that one cubic mile of 
heat contains 408 billion ( 408 000,000,000) 
units of heat. 
A unite of heat is the 
quantity of heat required to raise one 
Kilogramme (about a quart ) of water one 
degree Centigrade. 
Continuing our com 
nutation we find that the sun emit» in 
each minute of time More then five sep 
tiliion ( 5,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000) 
units of beat. 
In a year the amount is 
525,000 times a» great. 
Of this enomous 
radiation 
the 
earth 
intercepts 
only 
one 2,300,000,000th part. 
All but the 
minutest portion passes into space and is 
wasted. 
Such an enormous expenditure 
must, wha tever causes may be a cting to 
recuperate solar energy, slowly but surely 
exhaust the sun’s hea l and result in a 
gradual lowering of temperature which 
mus*t finally extinguish the sun us a 
luminous body. 
The same holds true of 
all the stars of the visible universe. 
The 
same disipatfon of energv and consequent 
exhaustion, is disceruahle throughout the 
visible universe. 
Oou of the most re­ 
markable results which has rewarded the 
method of spectroscopic inquiry into the 
stars, is the marshalling them into orders, 
different in color, which spectroscopic 
analysis shows to be due to difference in

due to difference in age.

cautions of our astronomical physicists 
accept ibis as the only reasonable solu­ 
tion ot tbe observe I -i ffii/ronevo in 4>*ar 
spectra.

Every phazc of matter seen in the 
universe is a tianaeient one. 
The various 
phazes sustain some sort of lr>lronicai 
relation to each other. 
These states of 
matter are progressive. 
The a stronomi­ 
cal physicist recognizes no perpetual 
energy in suns, even in the mightiest, 
lie sees them passing downward along 
the scale of Sttlla, 
gradually parting 
with more and more of their stored-up 
energies. 
He recognizes the same law 
govering the large and long-lived, as well 
as the small and short-lived. 
Although 
our conceptions of the duration of each 
stage of a sun’s life must be practicably 
eternal, still each such stage is finite, 
even though a sun exceed our own sun 
many million times in volume. 
The 
heavens present a scene of inconceivable 
energy and suggest endless duration. 
Thousand of millions of suns occupy 
space around us.
